Antony Armstrong-Jones was 
born In elegant Eaton Terrace, 
London, ° 

Later his parents divorced 
and his pretty mother, who is 
Oliver Massel's sister, married 
the Earl] of Rosse, ‘ 

By the time Armstrong-Joncs 
went to Eton his father had 
married again. 

During his first week at Eton 
he received two letters. One 
from his father and the other 
from his mother, Both cane 
tained the usual parental 
advice. 

They said they hoped he 
would be happy.and work hard, 
and they both were sure they 
would be proud of him, 

Unhappily for his parents’ 
wishes'o malevolent master was 
soon to conument Jn an end-of- 
term report... “Maybe he is 
interested in some subject ... 
but it isn’t a subject we teach 
here.” 

His days at Eton were not dis- 
tinguished save for occasional 
rows—such . as the time when 
he had measies and was dis- 
covered to be maintaining con- 
tact with the outside world by 
means of a bottle and string 
“TO” fram his window, 


O CAMBRIDGE 


He did, however, become 
interested in photography. 
At that time he was given 

a special present, His paternal 
prandfather was a famous 
physician and Vishtor In 
Lunacy, Sir Robert Artnstrong- 
Jones.

Soon ‘after he came down from 
Cambridge he became appren- 
ticed to Baron, that great friend 
of Prince Philp. But Arm- 
strong-Jones was not to make 
his - first’ acquaintance wilh 
royalty then. 

Instead he got all the odd 
Jobs to do. He was more or 
less the tea boy. 

That apprenticeship didn't last 
Jong. 

He set up on his own, 


Armstrong-Jones 

“{ don't know. what happened 
to them,” he sold recently. “They 
have never turned up, It was 
all so embarrassing, Fortunately 
everyone took it very well and 
nobody asked for thelr money 
acl." 


Once Armstrong~Jones was 
commissioned by a magazine to 
go back to his old school and 
take pictures of the boys un- 
loading their luggage, saying 
goodbye to their parents, and 
even of his half-brother, Martin 
Parsons, son of the Earl of 
Rosse, unpacking in hig rooms. 

Headmaster Robert Birley, was 
furious, : 

He wrote a stinging letter to 
Old Etoninn Armstrong-Jones.

For years ‘she |‘ campaigned 
against the rule which banned 
athletes {rom compeling for 
their adopted country if they 
had previously competed for an- 
other country. This bam kept her 
out of the London and Helsinki 
post-war Games, . 

Then, in 1958, came two big 
events in her life. She married 
American citizen Harry Olson, 

the Olympic rule was 
changed so that athictes who 
had competed for another coun- 
try: were cligible to represent 
their adopted land If they were 
‘married to'a citizen’ of that 
country. 

It was the chance of a life- 
time, and. Stella, trained fanoti- 
cally , to gain’ ao place in the 
American Olympic téans for Mel- 
boumme in 1956. Alas, fate was 
against her again. 


Fatal error 

In the trials for a place in 
the Olympic 200 metres squad 
she. made the fatal error of
